Organization of Company and Selling of Stock 
Started in This City Saturday— Many 
Prominent Men Interested. 

NEARLY TWENIY THOUSAND DOLLARS 

RAISED IN ONE AfTERNOON. 



The meeting of the business 
men of the city with the growers 
of the county h*ld at the court- 
house here Saturday was well at- 
tended. The meeting was called 
to order by Dr. W. R. Thompson, 
President of the Business Men's 
Club, and Major D. J. Burchett 
was chosen Chairman and Mr. J. 
G. Roberts, Secretary. The ob- 
ject of the meeting was explained 
by Mr. J. G. Winn, President of 
the Montgomery National Bank, in 
a clear, concise manner showing the 
wonderful opportunities for a loose 
leaf house here and explaining the 
great stimulus it would have on 
the various lines of business in the 
city. It has been decided by 
those who started the movement 
that it would be best to have a 
large number of people interested 
in the enterprise and ten shares 
was fixed as the present limit for 
any one person to own. It was 
reported that there are two men 
willing to build the warehouse 
and another report that ten men 
are willing to build it should the 
farmers not care to take hold of 
the proposition. The Chairman 
called for signers and in less than 
twenty minutes nearly fifteen 
thousand dollars had been pledged 



and several men who took papers 
to get signers, reported nearly 
five thousand dollars more signed 
up after the meeting adjourned. 
The Chairman appointed commit- 
tees to solicit stock in the adjoin- 
ing count : es, to look toward the se- 
lection of a site, to visit Lexing- 
ton, Carlisle and other points in 
order to decide on the kind of 
building to be erected, etc. 

Had there been no limit placed 
on the number of shares of stock 
that each man could have it would 
have been an easy matter to have 
raised $50,000.00. It is the in- 
tention of the promoters to raise 
$35,000.00, and if this is not suf- 
ficient to build the house, etc., 
then more will be raised, as it is 
their intention to build as fine a 
plant as any in the Stale. All 
four banks of the city had repre- 
sentatives Dresent and each of 
them subscribed for ten shares of 
stock. The meeting adjourned 
until Friday, March 29, at which 
time a full report from the vari- 
ous committees will be had and 
other important matters taken up. 
The business men of the city have 
joined hands with the farmers and 
the success of the undertaking is 
assured.

The cost of killing a soldier in 
battle is going to be appreciably in- 
creased by the rise in the market 
price of lead. 

The cartridge manufacturers who 
fulfill the British war office con 
tracts are at present supplying 
large orders placed some months ago 
at old prices, but, the London Daily 
Mirror is informed, new contracts 
will be revised in connection with 
the price of lead, which has largely 
increased during the last six months. 

"Not only the lead, but the nick- 
el casing to put it in, and the brass 
for the cartridge case have also in- 
creased in price. In fact, nearly all 
the base metals have gone up during 
the year," said the London manager 
of a well-known manufacturing 
house. 

"The rise in lead has also in- 
creased the price of sporting cart- 
ridges from 6 to 7y 2 per cent., so 
that shooting partridges and pheas- 
ants will cost you more. The cheap- 
est cartridges are now 8s per 100 
and the best cost 16s."

"To throw rice at newly-wed 
couples, $100. 

"*To whittle on a fence, $25. 

* 4 To spit a wad of gum in a 
street car, $25. 

"To have a barbed wire fence 
■round your premises, $25. 

"To carry a stone out of another 
man's yard, $50. 

4 *To throw a banana peeling into 
Cow Creek, $100. 

**To watch a corn doctor work 
liis jaw on the street, $50." 

All of these laws are not utterly 
foolish, but the offenses aimed at 
are in most cases of such trilling 
nature as scarcely to arise to the 
dignity of such legislation. They 
could be more appropriately dealt 
with in city and town ordinances, 
and some of them, indeed, are 
hardly sufficiently important to 
consume the time of a City Coun- 
cil or a board of village trustees. 
There is too much of a tendency 
iu all legislatures to clutter up the 
statute books with useless and 
trivial laws. Kansas has gone no 
further in that line than some 
other States have gone, and it is 
probable that a search of the as- 
sembly acts of almost any State 
would bring to light a number of 
ridiculous laws which might better 
have been left off the books. 

Most States have an amplitude 
of laws for the punishment of all 
offenses. The progress of the 
world demands new legislation 
from time to time to meet new 
conditions and problems. If our 
legislative bodies fulfill the re- 
quiremcnts in this regard they 
will have so much serious business 
before them that they can well 
afford to leave the trivialities to 
the solons of the village councils.

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Orchard Pruning. 

If not previously given 
tion, the present month affords 
one of the best opportunities to 
give many orchards their much 
needed winter pruning. If done 
annually the pruning will usuajjfr 
be a light one, but in perhapia 
majority of orchards in Kentucky, 
the work is neglected from year to 
year until more radical treatment 
may be necessary. In trees thus 
neglected, in which little recent 
growth has been made and with 
lowcrtd vitality, a vigorous winter 
pruning tends to quicken the ac- 
tivity of the tree, and if followed 
by feeding, cultivation, and spray- 
ing, will often bring such trees 
into a profitable bearing condition 
within a short-time. 

A tree, however, already grow- 
ing vigorously will require prun- 
ing somewhat guardedly, as a se- 
vere pruning at this season will 
often result in a rank growth of 
water sprouts during the spring 
and summer. Any such over- 
growth of a tree when seen in a 
mature sperimon ><9 usually due to 
a strong soil, thorough tilling or 
over mnnnr'n y . «nd muv usually 
be checkfd h\- withholding tillage 
and manure h?>'1 needing down for 
a while. 

In one of its fundamental ob- 
jects pruning is not materially un- 
like the purpose of a farmer when, 
in his cornfield, by re-planting or 
thinning he tries to secure a uni- 
form stand of plants, neither too 
few nor too many stalks in each 
hill, according to the kind of corn, 
fertility of the land, purposes of 
crop and other conditions. 

So in a tree top it is important,^ 
among other things, for the lar- 
gest production of fruit that tber* 
should be a full "stand" of 
branches, forming a round full- 
headed tree — with such modifica- 
tions of form as are characteristic 
of the variety — well filled on all 
sides, yet no where so crowded as 
to prevent the free circulation of 
air and liberal admission of light. 

The most common error in the 
practice of pruning is in cutting a — 
branch several inches out from the 
main stem upon which it grew. 
Frequently this pruning is done 
with an ax, leaving stubs three to 
six inches long. This is a ruinous 
practice, for the long stub cannot 
be covered over with new healing 
tissue, and in a few years decay 
will be started in this spur and 
soon travel down into the main 
branch or trunk of the tree; finally 
resulting in a rotten hearted or 
hollow tree, a delightful place 
while it lasts for the woodpeckers 
to nest, but soon destined to be 
broken down in a gale of wind or 
sleet storm. Thousands of apple 
and other trees in Kentucky have 
been brought to an untimely end 
through such careless methods of 
pruning, as witnessed in orchards 
all over the State. 

The orchard is no place for 
axnian. Let him stay in the i 
lot. 

In removing the branct^Kl a tree 
it is of great importance to saw it 
off to the branch or trunk upon 
which it was growing. If it is a 
large and heavy branch, first make 
an undercut upon the lower side 
of the limb, then complete upon 
the upper side so that in falling 
away the branch may not tear off 
a strip of wood and bark, leaving 
an ugly wound upon the main 
branch. The cut surface, if more 
than an inch across, should be. 
brushed with paint or some sirflilarJ^x 
material to prevent decay starting 
in the wood before it has time to 
become healed over. 

Pruning, however, is only one of 
several practices needed in most 
Kentucky orchards, and should be 
followed by spraying, by fertiliz- 
ing and by tillage.

PITH PRODUCTS IN DEMAND 

Artlela of Commercial Importance la 
Now Being Exported From 
Formosa. 

A Japanese merchant of Taipeh. 
has forwarded to the United States, 
through Commercial Agent I-ovett 
A. Wood, some stalks of pith, to- 
gether with samples of paper, card, 
braid and other articles made there- 
from by the savages of Formosa. 

The pith is from a shrub growing 
less than two feet tall, and is as 
light as a feather. It is gathered 
by the savages and in a most mar- 
velous manner the lengths of about 
ten inches are pared round with a 
knife, producing sheets that are 
smooth and uniform in thickness. 
Mngland is now importing quanti- 
ties of this pith -paper to make arti- 
ficial flowers for ladies' hats. The 
oily nature of the pith when it is 
shaved into paper facilitates the col- 
oring of the flowers. 

The pith is also used for the tops 
of the helmets so much worn by 
men in the tropics during the hot 
months, when the sun's rays are 
dangerous, particularly to tourists, 
and for the additional reason that 
the pith hat can be made for very 
much less than the cork helmet
